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Managing  Committee’s  Report 


in  jtlemonam 

The  Managers  record  with  deep  regret  the  death,  on  February  13th,  1941, 
of  Mr.  W.  A.  Shaw,  of  Diss  Park,  Gerrards  Cross.  For  many  years  Mr.  Shaw 
had  been  one  of  the  Hospital's  most  generous  supporters,  and  it  was  his 
munificent  gift  of  £2,000  in  1934  that  rendered  possible  the  building  of  the 
new  wing,  which  was  named  the  Mary  Shaw  wing  in  memory  of  his  wife. 


After  some  hesitation,  the  Committee  decided  to  include  in  the  Report  the  usual 
statistics,  lists  of  subscriptions  and  donations,  considering  that,  to  the  understanding 
mind,  the  history  of  the  year  is  best  expressed  in  these  lists. 

It  is  hardly  too  much  to  say  that,  in  the  annals  of  all  Hospitals,  1940  has  brought 
greater  difficulties  and  anxieties,  not  to  mention  dangers,  than  any  previous  year.  It 
is  a  matter  for  profound  thankfulness  that,  at  the  time  of  making  this  report,  our 
Hospital  is  structurally  intact. 

The  black-out  work  undertaken  last  year  proved  inadequate,  and  extensive  additional 
work  had  to  be  carried  out  to  render  the  Hospital  light-proof.  As  regards  protective 
work,  the  sandbags  became  rotten,  and  it  was  decided  to  replace  them  by  concrete 
blast  walls.  As  the  result  of  experience  gained  from  the  recent  air  raids  over  the 
country,  the  Minister  of  Health  is  considering  the  provision  of  additional  protection 
in  the  form  of  further  blast  walls  ;  a  scheme  has  been  drawn  up  by  an  architect  and 
submitted  to  the  Ministry,  and,  if  approved,  a  100  per  cent,  grant  will  be  made. 

No  wards  were  closed  at  any  time  ;  the  number  of  admissions  was "885,  140  more 
than  in  1939.  Forty-three  of  these  were  Service  or  evacuee  cases,  for  19  of  which  the 
Ministry  of  Health  gave  a  grant  under  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  agreement. 

Through  all  vicissitudes  our  Matron,  Miss  Chapman,  has  worked  with  a  courage 
and  steadiness  which  are  beyond  praise.  In  the  face  of  many  difficulties,  she  readily 
agreed  to  hold  an  Open  Day  in  July,  which,  in  spite  of  bad  weather,  enabled  her  to 
hand  to  the  Committee  the  sum  of  £128. 

When,  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  it  became  evident  that  the  “ends"  of  our 
funds  would  be  some  way  from  “meeting,"  our  Appeal  Secretary,  Mr.  L.  W.  Black, 
sent  out  a  letter  asking  for  Christmas  gifts.  Thanks  to  the  very  generous  response 
(close  on  ,£400),  the  adverse  balance  was  reduced  to  less  than  £10. 

Mr.  Black  also  undertook  the  organisation  of  Alexandra  Day,  and  with  a  fine 
team  of  helpers,  scored  a  record  total. 


ADDITION  TO  NURSES’  HOSTEL. 

In  view  of  the  impossibility  of  building  the  Nurses’  Home  during  wartime,  and 
following  strong  representations  from  Matron,  the  Committee  decided  to  enlarge  the 
Nurses’  sitting-room  in  the  Hostel,  where  space  was  very  cramped  for  the  number  of 
Nurses  using  it.  With  the  necessary  extra  furniture  and  fittings,  the  work  was  carried 
out  at  a  cost  of  £95  and  the  resulting  improvement  is  most  satisfactory. 
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CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 


The  Contributory  Scheme,  thanks  to  the  unremitting  labours  of  the  Honorary 
Collectors  (many  of  whom  are  now  also  engaged  in  various  forms  of  war  work),  has 
carried  on  its  important  work  steadily  and  unobtrusively  and  has  given  help  in  our 
own  and  other  Hospitals  to  280  members.  The  Committee  regretfully  decided  that  it 
was  not  advisable  to  hold  the  usual  meeting  of  Collectors  in  the  Spring,  but  hope  that 
this  may  be  possible  again  in  the  near  future. 


INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

The  year  has  been  a  busy  one  in  both  Centres  owing  to  evacuation.  The  Centres 
have  remained  open  throughout  the  year,  as  all  the  helpers  were  available  in  August, 
and  it  was  felt  that  it  would  be  helpful  for  all  the  new  mothers.  Lectures  and 
demonstrations  were  cancelled  when  daytime  warnings  began. 

Immunisation  for  diphtheria  was  started  in  the  autumn  in  both  Centres,  and 
many  have  availed  themselves  of  the  treatment  for  their  children. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  secured  the  assistance  of  some  enthusiastic  helpers 
from  London.  They  are  very  keen  and  can  enter  sympathetically  into  the  problems 
of  the  evacuee  mothers.  The  National  Savings  stamp  scheme  has  been  adopted  suc¬ 
cessfully  in  both  Centres  and  ^68  10s.  9d.  has  been  collected  since  last  June.  The 
finances  are  in  a  satisfactory  state. 

Last  Easter,  Lady  Malkin  distributed  prizes  for  best  attendances  at  Chalfont  St. 
Peter  Centre,  and  the  mothers  presented  her  with  a  wheeled  gardening  basket  to  mark 
the  close  of  her  sixteen  years’  secretaryship  of  the  Centre.  The  Gerrards  Cross  mothers 
were  sorry  to  say  good-bye  to  Nurse  Orton,  and  subscribed  to  give  her  a  nice  parting 
gift.  Her  successor  is  Nurse  Roberts. 


REGIONALISATION. 

As  this  will  have  far-reaching  effects  on  all  Voluntary  Hospitals  in  the  future,  the 
Committee  wish  to  make  a  short  statement  on  the  position  at  the  present  time. 

In  April,  1937,  the  British  Hospitals  Association  issued  the  Report  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  presided  over  by  Lord  Sankey,  appointed  to  consider  the  position  of  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals,  and  to  make  recommendations  to  promote  their  interests  and 
to  safeguard  their  future. 

One  of  the  principal  recommendations  was  the  division  of  the  country  into  Regions, 
each  Region  to  form  Voluntary  Hospitals  Regional  Councils  to  co-ordinate  Hospital 
work  in  the  Region. 

Much  preliminary  work  in  the  setting  up  of  these  Regions  was  in  progress  before 
war  came,  but  it  was  not  till  December,  1939,  that  the  necessary  impetus  to  implement 
the  recommendations  was  given  by  the  munificence  of  Lord  Nuffield,  who  placed  a  sum 
of  one  and  a  quarter  million  pounds  in  the  hands  of  Trustees  to  form  the  nucleus  of 
a  fund  for  provincial  voluntary  Hospitals,  on  the  lines  of  the  King  Edward  VII  Fund 
for  London  Hospitals  ;  this  fund  to  be  administered  through  the  Regions,  which  would 
also  receive  contributions  made  by  County  Councils  under  their  powers  in  sec.  181, 
Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

During  1940,  with  others,  the  Bucks,  Berks  and  Oxon  Region  has  been  formed, 
and  divided  into  three  Divisional  Hospitals  Councils,  the  Berkshire,  the  Oxford,  and 
the  Bucks  and  East  Berks  Councils.  Their  function  is  to  examine  and  collate  the  needs 
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of  the  voluntary  Hospitals,  and  forward  recommendations  to  the  Regional  Council. 
Our  Hospital  is  attached  to  the  Bucks  and  East  Berks  Council,  with  representatives 
from  the  Managers,  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  and  the  Contributory  Scheme. 

Regionalisation  has  come  to  stay,  embracing  all  types  of  Hospital.  It  has  the 
blessing  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  goodwill  and  co-operation  of  the  Voluntary 
Hospitals  and  Local  Authorities.  It  will  ensure  that  the  Medical  and  Hospital  Services 
throughout  the  country  are  placed  on  sound  lines,  without  the  imposition  of  State 
control. 

Near  the  entrance  to  a  certain  Hospital  in  Middlesex  are  inscribed  these  words  : 
“  To  those  giving  of  their  time  to  serve  the  Hospital  and  seeking  no  reward  save  the 
joy  of  doing  good  ;  to  those  far  and  near  holding  it  in  thought  and  affection,  and 
making  gifts  manifold  ;  to  those  serving  in  countless  ways  and  unremembered  hours 
for  its  well  being  ;  to  friends  who  enrich  it  by  constant  thoughtfulnesses  :  to  all  is 
this  tablet  of  appreciation  dedicated,  the  true  foundations  of  this  place  being  in  the 
hearts  of  them  who  love  and  serve  it.”  With  such  words,  we  would  offer  our  appre¬ 
ciation  to  the  many  who  have  given  us  so  much  encouragement  and  help  as  the  days 
and  months  have  passed  by  ;  feeling  sure  that  they  will  understand  why  this  year 
there  is  no  detailed  mention  of  their  many  benefactions. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  was  held  in  the  Hospital  Hut  on  March  2nd, 
1940,  at  2.30  p.m.  Sir  Selwyn  Fremantle  presided,  and  there  were  17  Governors  present. 
The  Accounts  and  Annual  Report  were  submitted  and  approved.  Ten  members  of  the 
Managing  Committee  were  elected,  Mr.  C.  W.  Ratcliffe  was  re-appointed  Auditor,  and 
nine  Lady  Visitors  were  elected.
